FOCH MAKES REPORT. 

PARIS, Feb. 17.—[By the Associated 
Press.}—Marshal Foch appeared in per- 
son béfore the council of the great 
powers today and announced the ac- 
ceptance and the signing by the Ger- 
mans df the new conditions of the 
armistice. 

The signing took place at 6 o’clock 
Sunday evening on board Marshal 
Foch's private car at Treves, 

This averts what promised to be a 
rather critical situation, as it had been 
reported that the Germans might per- 
sist in carrying out their intimations of 
a refusal to sign. 

The new terms, while still withheld, 
are understood to restrict German op- 
erations against Poland within certain 
fixed lines, thus removing the danger 
of a military clash, and at the same 
time opening acces between the interior 
of Poland and the Baltic sea.

But more important results will take 
form shortly when Marshal Foch re- 
turns to Treves for submission of the | 
details of the disarmament and de- 
mobilization of the German forces 
which are being formulated by the mili- 
tary, naval, and economic advisers of 
Foch. These are of a nature amount- 
ing in fact to a preliminary peace 
agreement. 

Disarmament is understood to in- 
clude both the naval and military 
branches, and the naval authorities ex- 

‘pect the ultimate naval terms will pro- 
vide for the dismantling of the forti- 
fications of Helgoland and the Kiel 
canal, the canal being opened for com- 
mercial navigation. 

Blockade Is Not Raised. 


While the blockade is not raised by 
the present terms, yet it is expected 
that the disarmament under later and 
more complete terrns will obviate the 
necessity of a further blockade and per- 
mit such economic and food relief as is 
determined upon. 

Among the declarations of Mathias 
Erzberger at Treves, according to a. 
Berlin dispatch published in the 
Temps, was one to the American rep- 
resentative on the armistice commis. 
sion that Germany went to the aid of 
the United States from 1862 to 1865 
during the great economic crisis, fur- 
nishing money, ciothes, shoes, and ma- 
‘chinery. 

Want American Food. 

If the United States came to the aid

Manx expenditures which are 
borne in France BY the national gov- 
ernment are, in the United States, 
taken over by the various states; con- 
sequently the total cost of the gov- 
ernment and the ratios between the 
taxes and the national income cannot 
be taken at once from a comparison 
between the national finance figures 
of the two countries. 

Yet, making all due allowancé for 
this fact, it remains that we took a 
very much smaller proportion of the 
national income for the governmental 
purposes than was required in France.

An eight hour day is established 
in the packing industry. 

All overtime is to be paid at the 
rate of time and a half. 

All employés—male and female 
—earning up to $20 per week ares 
to receive 10 per cent increases, 
retroactive to Nov. 10, 1918, and 
this may be increased or decreased 
on application to the administrator 
as living costs change. 

Hourly Wage 42% Cents. 

All employés over 21 years of age 
whose wage rate is under 42% 
cents hourly are granted an in- 
crease of 2% cents an hour, but 
the rate is not to exceed 42% 
cents. 

All employés are to be allowed 
thirty minutes for lunch in the 
middle of their shift, with pay. 

There is to be universal observ- 
ance of Independence day, Labor 
day, and Christmas day in the 
packing industry, any work which 
is done on these days being paid 
for at double time. 5 

Packers Satisfied. 
The total cost of the increase granted 
by the award amounts to $13,000,000 
annually, according to Attorneys Carli 


Meyer and James Condon, representing 


the packers. They declared the award 
was “satisfactory to both sides and in 
line with the decline in living c sts, 
which amounts to about 12 per cent.” 

They pointed out that, while putting 
the packing industry on an eight hour 
basis will provide employment for thou- 
sands of returned sol ers, it will have 
the effect of reducing wages from ap- 
proximately $4.25 to $3.80 per day. 

Representatives of the employés, 
through Dennis P. Lane, secretary 
and treasurer of the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters’ and Butchers’ Workers 
association, who had asked for a flat 
increase of 25 cents an hour for all 
workers, said the “raise is inadequate, 
in view of present Hving costs.” 

“The workers now are compelled to 
work for 42% cents per hour, or 6 
cents less than the minimum,” Mr. 
Lane said. “The cost of living has not 
yet declined enough to offset this. We 


will submit the result of the award to 


the various workers’ organizations and 
later determine whether to ask that 
the hearing be reopened.” 


Fighters to Get Jobs Back. 


The award. provides that all packing 
house employés who left for war serv- 
ice are entitled to be reinstated in their 
former positions, with all rights of 
seniority revived as if they had not 
been away, and that if necessary to 
suspend or dismiss any employé to 
effect this purpose it is not to con- 
stitute grievance.

NURSES. 

Most women spend a good many hours during 
their lives taking care of sick people. Occasional 
sickness is about as normal in any household as 
the more frequent hunger, and the womenfolk 
officiate in the sickroom just as they do in the 
kitchen. They have as assets a natural aptitude 


recently in training this aptitude to any better 
purpose and the influenza epidemic showed that 
there were not enough nurses. 

Family and community suffered because there 
were not enough nurses or enough women of slight 
training to serve the community. There were 
plenty of women, but not enough competent 
women. The family medicine cabinet, backed by 
traditional sickroom methods, failed in the emerg- 
ency. 
Communities all over the United States are 
becoming interested in enlarging the number of 
women trained to competency in the sickroom. It 
is suggested in the east that high school girls be 
required te learn some of the elementary things 
in the eare of the sick as a part of high school 
education. It has been suggested in Chicago that 
short courses be given by Chicago hospitals for 
women who want to know something of nurging, 
but who cannot afford te become registered nurses, 
No confusion should be permitted between the 
short term nurse and the registered nurse. There 
need be no confusion. The highly trained regis- 
tered nurses must have their standards protected. 
They will net be undermined by increased compe- 
tency of every woman in the duties of the sickroom. 


DUNES NATIONAL PARK. 
It is doubtful if there is in the whole middle west 
a district that lends itself more readily to the 
purposes of a national park reserve than the dunes 
at the south shore ef Lake Michigan. 
From a point ef commercialism the dunes are 
practically valueless. It is true that an inexhauati- 
ble store of sand is there; but as the price of sand 
lies chiefly in the cost of handling it cannot be 
alleged that a vast storehouse of human necessities 
would be subverted to playground purposes. 
With only a few exceptions the dunes country is 
the last remaining virgin spot of any consequence 
in the middle west. It stretches away for miles; 
the beach is an astonishment in natural beauty. 
Citizens ef all the middle states are getting into 
the habit of spending week ends and summer 
vaeations on the beaches; even in winter there are 
many who, seeking quiet and solitude, run out to 
the dunes for the privilege of a wood fire while the 
wind howls about the eaves. 
This neighborhood has no great, natural play- 
ground for all the people. In Chicago we have 
parks, but they are front yards, For the purposes 
of all the people of the community which embraces 
several states there is no vast spread of forest and 
water to which all may come with a feeling of 
mutual regard for the primeval. 
It will be too late to talk of a vast national do- 
main in this vicinity after industrial interests have 
eut the dunes into bits. The time for agitation is 
now, while the land is in jts natural state and can 
be acquired as a park at little cost. Why not the 
Roosevelt Nationa] park in the dunes of northern 
Indiana? 7 


_ MILITARY DISCIPLINE. 
It is not difficult to get potatoes peeled in the 
army. It ie extremely difficult to build up disei- 
pline in the army. Discipline has to be cultivated 
sedulousiy. Half of the soldier’s training has 
nothing to do with the technical skill required to 
operate the devices of his arm, It has solely to 
do with discipline. 
Discipline is as easy to destroy as it is difficult 
to upbuild. The destruction begins by refusing to 
peel potatoes. Insubordination is contagious. The 
man who refuses to peel potatoes, and gets away 
with it, may lose the next battle. He has wrecked 
discipline in his organization. He has brought to 
the surface the hundreds of individual desires 
which have been suppressed by careful training. 
He has undone the work of months. 
Military justice thinks about the nation first, 
because the penalty of military failure is unthink- 
able. Civilian thought does not understand, be- 
cause civilian thought is concerned with the in- 
dividual who has committed a crime more than 
the effect of the crime on the nation. No direct 
result of unpunished murder is seen. 4 direct 
result of disobedience in the army is not only 
seen but it is felt. Disobedience nullifies an army. 
It is better to have no army than to have an 
undisciplined army. That is why disobedience, 
even when it concern only peeling potatoes and 
smoking cigarets, is and always must be punished 
quickly and effectively in an army at war.

Lythgoe in the American Food Jour- 
nal tells of his search for fresh eggs. 
Summing up, his advice is to eat fresh 
eggs if you live on a farm or can be 
certain that your breakfast has come 
straight from the farm. If as much as 
one month elapses in the journey from 
the hen te the table the egg is no 
lenger fresh, If a man goes into a gro- 
cery store and buys eggs labeled “ strict- 
ly fresh his chance of getting a strictly 
fresh egg is small. If he buys ess la- 
beled “ cald storage eggs he will stand 
one chance in six of getting a fresh 
egg--one with only a small air bubble, 
with leas than twe parts ammonia and 
free from a musty taste. If he buys 
eggs labeled “fresh country,” “ fresh 
western or “strictly fresh eggs,” pay- 
ing an advance of 10 to 20 per cent in 
price therefor, he may get eggs as good 
as cold storage eggs and he may not, 
but he is reasonably certain not to get 
better eggs. 

“ Strictly fresh " eggs in Lythgoe's ex- 


eggs in about one-half the specimens 
examined. The reason is that most of 
the cold sterage eggs are gathered in 
March, April, and May. At that season 
they get into storage quickly. Being 
good eggs when they go into storage 
they keep good. Eggs put in storage 
during July, August, and September are 
grade, but they are the 
first storage eggs to come on the market 
in the autumn. 

The reason so-called fresh eggs are 
less good on the average is that it is 
seldom possible in a city to bring eggs 
from the hen to the table in less than 
a month. Unless eggs are quickly put 
under storage conditions and held that 
way they are no longer fresh in the 
chemical sense when one month old, 
There is no question of health involved 
in this matter of eggs.

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| YANKS MOWED DOWN BY OWN ARTILLERY, GOV. ALLEN CHARGES | 


— HERO MARINE ES 
FROM CHICAGO 


(By a Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.~(8pe 
clal.J—With dozens of official reports 


and letters to corroborate his state 


ments, Gov, Henry J. Allen of Kansas 
deseribed before the house committee 
on rules today conditions which he said 


Gov. Allen's statement was in sup- 
port of the resolution offered by Rep- 
regentative Campbell of Kansas provid- 
ing for an investigation by a special 
committee of the which the 
governor made originally in a speech 
in his home state. 

The Thirty-fifth division, which is 
composed of national guard troops from 
Kansas and Missouri, was in the thick 
of the fighting in the Argonne forest 
for six days and five nights, from 
Sept. 26 to Oct. 2, during which time, 
according to Gov. Allen, the casualties 
totaled about 7,000, of whom 1,733 were 
dead or missing. Gov. Allen was an 
eyewitness of the battle, being at that 
time in charge of T. M. C. A. activities 
in the division. 

What Gov. Allen Charges. 

Chief among the charges made by 
Gov. Allen and backed up by detailed 
evidence were: 

That the infantry leading the at- 
tack was without proper artillery 
support, due to a serious lack of 
horses. 

That there was insufficient air- 
craft, either to protect the troops 
or to direet artillery fire. 

That the artillery barrage fre- 
quently fell short, killing and 
wounding many of the infantry. 

That there were no telephones, 
flares, or other means for signal- 

ing. and that the advance infantry 
vainly sent back runners in an ef- 
fort to have the barrage raised. 

That wounded men lay for forty- 
eight hours before receiving atten- 
tion, and that there was a lack of 
litters, ambulances, and blankets. 

That the infantry was sent for- 
ward to capture machine guns and 
artillery, involving an unnecessary 
sacrifice of life, instead of using 
machine guns, trench mortars, 
hand grenades, tanks, and artil- 
lery against them. 

That on the day before the start 
of the battle two of the general 
officers of the division were super- 
seded. ; 


Officer to Give Testimony. 
Brig. Gen. C. I. Martin, one of the 
national guard officers displaced the 
day before the battle, was present at 
the hearing, and will testify before the 
committee tomorrow. 
Gov. Allen took exception to state- 
ments made by Secretary of War Baker 


and Gen. March relative to the condi- 
tions under which the Thirty-fifth divi- 
sion fought. 

“The secretary of war tried to show 
that the Thirty-fifth had no more cas- 
Valties than a number of other divi- 
sions, comparing the-totals with those 


ot other divisions,” Gov. Allen 


said. 
“It should be noted that thie six day 
battle was the only one in which this 
division fought, while most of the 
other divisions enumerated had been 
in many other fighta. 


Not Enough Airplanes. 


“Gen. March hae stated that 120 
afrplanes were in use in the Argonne 
battle. If ao, they covered a twenty- 
two mile front and many would be on 
the ground. There were not enough 
at any perticular point to do any good. 

“When Gen. March says that the 
artillery concentration was very great 
in this battle, he certainly cannot be 
referring to the divisional artillery of 
the Thirty-fifth division, or, if he is, he 
is greatly mistaken. 

It was a glorious but costly victory. 
One French officer said to me that if 
the French had fought like that they 
would have had no army left after the

“Our artillery failed us and did not 

support us after the first few hours. 

We fought the German artillery, ma- 


chinese guns, hand grenades, etc., with

A letter from a top sergeant who 
wag wounded in the battle said the 
artillery support was useless after the 
firet four and a half hours, due to a 
lack of horses to move up the guns.

Twenty-four hours later he sent 
the same message, urging that the 
barrage be raised from 300 to 500 yards. 
In a report reviewing progress of the 
Truman said: 

“During the entire day our troops 
were continually pelted by our own 
artillery, Our own artillery was more 
destructive to our men than the ene- 
my.

DEPORTATIONS 
TO GO ON, LABOR 
‘OFFICIAL WARNS 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—Allens 
found advocating destruction of prop- 
erty or overthrow of the government 
by force will be deported under the 
provisions of the immigration act of 
Feb. 6, 1917.

me since the death of my father. I 
assumed the duties of executor, ap- 
pointed Jan. 3, 1918, and discharged 
Jan. 18, 1919, and as such made income 
tax return last year. Shall I this year 
also make a return for the estate of 
my brother separate from my own re- 
turn? I assume this is true, as the 
rules of the bureau state returns must 
be made for the calendar year 1918. 
Under the terms of my mother’s will I 
ist year gave her brother $620. Is 
this not to be deducted from gross in- 
come and, if so, where shall it be indi- 
cated in the return—that is, under 
what item? Is the income from Lib- 
erty bonds of any issue to be included 
in computing income?

As executor you must make returns show- 
ing the income of the estate and the income 
taxable if in excess of $1,000. As executor 
you are responsible for paying the tax.

Other Improvements. 

Other questions, such as cleaner 
streets and alleys, the abating of 
the smoke nuisance, speedy removal 
of waste and garbage, are ones which 
should be considered by the mayor as 
simply ones of routing. They should 
come as a matter of course once the 
mayor of Chicago is really attending to 
duties. 

There are other reasons why I con- 

sider myself fitted for mayor that I 
would like to discuss, but limited space 
forbids. | 
1 must, before I close. touch one 
other qualification which the next 
mayor of Chicago should have. I 
regret that special conditions necessi- 
tate its mention, for we should take 
it for granted that any citizen who 
aspires to office should possess it. 

I refer to a record of service to the 
Aation in time of war. It should be 
unnecessary for any candidate to say 
that he has such a record, but it is 
necessary to do so in this campaign.

In conclusion, the things I have said 
about myself, the promises I have 
made would have little weight of them- 
selves if they were not backed by a 
record of public service.

Cornelius “Con” Shea and Frank 
Pope, labor leaders, were found not 
guilty of the charges of conspiracy to 
extort money, and their co-defendants, 
Roy Tagney and Michael Artery, also 
labor leaders, were found guilty and 
each fined $2,000 by a jury in Judge 
Marcus Kavanagh’s court yesterday. 

The men were accused by scrap 
metal dealers, mostly of the west side, 
of forcing them through calling 
strikes, to effect a cas:. settlement of 
their labor troubles. Such scrap iron 
dealers would also be induced in 
similar ways, they charged, to sub- 
scribe for yearly advertising space in 
a dance program.
